AN AC r to apportion the ata\8 lnto representative dlatrlcta and declare the ratio of rap-
reaentatlon. . 

Be it enacted btl the (}(meral ABsembZy of the State of Iowa: 
SECTION 1. Apportionment. That one representative from every 

twenty-two thousand inhabitants is hereby constituted the ratio of appor­
tionment, and that each representative district shall be as hereinafter 
described.

CHAPTER 176. 

JOINT COMMITTEE TO RECODIFY MUNICIPAL LAWS. 
8.1'.8!13. 

AN ACT to appoint a joint committee of the senate and house to rnise a.ad codHy \he 
laws in relation to special aaaeBBmente for public lmfrovemente in munioipe.l corpora­
tiona and any other laws in relation to munioipa corporation• deemed necessary; 
de~ng 'he dutlea of the oommlttee; providing for the publication and dlatrlbu&ioa of 
U1 report; and making an appropriation for the payment of the ezpen888 of the 
committee. · 

Be it enacted br the General .Auembly of ~ State of Im.oa: 
SiccTION 1. Jluniclpal code committee. That prior to the adjourn· 

ment of the Twenty-eighth General Assembly, the president of the senate 
and the speaker of the house shall each appoint, from the senate and house 
respectively, three members, as a joint committee, to be known as the 
municipal code committee. Vacancies shall be &led in like manner. The 
com~ittee shall serve without compensation but shall be allow~d expenses 
as hereinafter provided. 

SEC. 2. Duties. Said committee shall carefully ftvise and codify all 
the special assessment laws, and such other laws in relation to the govem· 
ment of municipal corporations, as may be by the committee deemed neces· 
sary and expedient, and recommend such changes therein as may be 
desirable. 

SEC. 8. Report-number printed-distribution. The committee 
shall make its report to the Twenty-ninth General Assembly in the form of 
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
